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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 29-54 are allowed. 

2. Claims 1-28, and 55-74 were withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement 
in the reply filed on October 12, 2007. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: As pointed out in Applicant's response filed March 20, 2008, the Annen et al 
reference relied upon by the examiner is not prior art. The Annen et al reference has a 
priority date, based upon parent application 09/850661 , of May 7, 2001 . However, the 
subject matter of the present application predates this reference, and eliminates the 
Annen et al disclosure as prior art. 

4. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1 -
